We are heartily in sympathy with the splendid campaign 
the American Library Association is conducting under the general 
slogan “Books for Everybody.” It is hardly realized by most book- 
lovers that only 794 of the 2,964 counties in the United States have 
libraries of 5,000 volumes or over.
